A JIIissiSBiBpi Town JDestroyed Ity the 
Waters—Only One Home lieffc 
(Standing. 


VioKSBUjaa, Miss,, March 31.—The 
town of Ski|>with, eight miles north of 
here, was s^ept out of sight on Satur- 
day by the waters from a big crevasse at 
the south end of Lake Washington. 
Only one residence remains—that of 
J. A. Root. 


The water is from four to eleven feet 
deep in tKe streets and all except the 
stone buildings are gone.

ALONG THE OHIO RIVER. 


EvAKBVinDE, Ind., March 31,^0ver 
100 houses in the bottom lands between 
this city and Mount Vernon, Ind., were 
swept away by wind and water in the 
recent storm, the farmers losing all theii' 
household goods and stock and barely 
escaping with their lives. One entire 
family, who were living in a small farm- 
house between Fair Place and West 
Franklin, are reported to have"' been 
carried off in their home. 


^ Tho officers of the St. John S. Hop- 
kins, which arrived here from Paducah 
yesterday, report great darcage in thè 
vicinity of Bayou Mills, where the tor- 
nado swept through that portion of Illi- 
nois, reducing dwellings and barns in 
its track into kindling wood. Before 
crossing the Ohio river it picked up a 
frame school hoase, and carrying it 
bodily across the river it dashed to 
pieces against the tower on the Ken- 
tucky. 


Additional particulars of the storm's 
ravages in Webster, Crittenden and 
Union counties, Kentuçl^, are comicg 
in. The list of dead'and injured is 
greatly increased. Scores of residences 
in the vicinity of Blackford, bams and 
out-houses were destroyed, and many 
people were badly injured. 


A report from Hibbardsville, Ky., 
was received yesterday, saying that that 
section had sustained serious d^age. 
Nearly every building and most of ^the 
timber in the line of the storm - 
was; 
destroyed. The loss cannot be esti- 
mated, but will not fall short of $50,000. 
The officers of the-steamer City of 
Glarksville, arrived from Green river 
last night and report that the work of 
ruin by the storm was appalling. The 
tornado crossed Green river in five dif- 
ferent places, leaving a clear track 
about 200 yards wide. 
In the country 
Just back of Point Pleasant twenty-five 
houses and a large number of barns 
were blown away. 
Several 
persons 
were fatally injured. 
At Breraen, 
Muhlenberg county, Ky., every dwell- 
ing in the place was destroyed. 
Six 
people were reported killed and nine 
badly injured.

WASHIN(jTOK 


Heath of Vice Admir#l Howan.~The 
J«ew Tariff BUI tsilimitted to 
the Ways añc^Ífeans 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, March 81.—Vice Admi- 
ral Stephen C. Rowan, United States 
navy, retired, died here at 1 o'clock 
this morning of brights disease, aged 85 
years. 
He had been ill nearly all 
winter, but not seriously ill, and his 
death was quite" unexpected. Admiral 
Rowan was born in Ireland and came to 
this country in the early part of the 
century. He was appointed to Annapolis 
naval academy, from Ohio in 1826 and 
had a record of sixty years in service of 
the United-States. 
He was one of the 
most gallant naval officecS in the late 
war. 


The new tariff bill was submitted to 
the full ways and means committee this. 
morning, and passed upon by the com- 
mittee. The minority y/ere given ten 
days to prepare amendments in commit- 
tee, and to prepare their views on the 
bill. 


It is estimated that the bill makes a 
total annual reduction in the revenues 
of about $50,000,000. The sugar.and 
tobacco schedules are greatly changed. 
The duty on the former is greatly re- 
duced. Under the sugar schedule the 
standard is changed from No. 13 to No. 
16. It is provided that all sugars above 
No. 16 Dutch standard in color, also all 
latt bottoms, sugar drainings and sugar 
sweepings, syrups of cane juice or of 
beet juice, melada, concentrated melada 
and concrete and concentrated molasses, 
shall pay a duty of 35 per cent, adva- 
lorem instead of a specific duty, as 
undeii the existiDg law. All sugars 
above No. 16 Dutch standard, are placed 
at 40 per cent, advalorem. The exist- 
ing law provides that these sugars shall 
pay duty at the rate of 27 per cent, and 
3 cents per pound. 


Molasses, testing abov4 56 degrees, is 
made dutiable at 25 per cent., a change 
from the specific duty of eight cents per 
gallon. It is also provided that if an 
import duty shall hereafter bo laid upon 
sugar or molasses by, any country 
whence it is imported, it shall be subject 
to duty as provided by the present 
tariff law. No change is made in the 
duty on sugar candy, and glucose or 
grape sugar is made dutiable at i of a 
cent per pound. 
^ 


The duty on leaf tobacco suitable for 
cigar y/rappers, stemmed and unstem- 
med, is considerably increased. 
Under 
existing law the stemmed quality is 
dutiable at one dollar per pound, and 
this is increased in the McKinley bill to 
$2.75 per pound. 


The duty on unstemmed is increased 
from 75 cents to $2 per pound, A pro- 
viso is inserted to the effect that if any 
portion of any tobacco imported in any 
package, or in bulk, shall be suitable for 
cigar wrappers,the entii-equantity of to- 
bacco contained in such package or balk 
shall be dutiable, if not stemmed, at $2 
and if stemmed at $2.75 per pound. 
No change is made in regard to all other 
tobacco in leaf unmanufactured and not 
stemmed, but stemmed tobacco is made 
dutiable at 50 cents per pound. 


Tobacco manufactured, and of all de- 
scriptions not specially enumerated or 
provided for, is placed at 40 cents per 
pound, a change from the present duty 
of 30 per cent, advalorem. No change 
is made in regard to snuff and snuff 
flour made of tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, 
and cheroots of all kinds, are made du- 
tiable at $3 per i)ound and 25 per cent, 
advalorem. 
Under existing laws they 
are dutiable at $2.50 per pound, and 25 
per cent, advalorem. 


The senate and house committees on 
immigration met in joint session this 
morning, and generally approved the 
resolution which passed the senate re- 
cently providing for the removal of the 
powder magazine from Ellis Island, N. 
Y., harbor, and appropriating $75,000 
for another site for the magazine.

The ladies found that the 
chest in which the silverware was kept 
was undamaged, but the silverware was 
gone. When the body of Mr. Barnwell 
was recovered it was found that his 
watch and chain had been taken, and 
that a large ring had been taken from 
the little finger of his left hand.

The body of John Hamilton was 
another that was robbed. 
When found 
the pockets had been turned inside out, 
and his watch and chain had been 
taken. Mrs. Hamilton says that her 
husband had $25 in gold when he left 
the house.

Assistance came and the man wes 
carried to a neighboring cottage, where 
Dr. George C. Stemen soon appeared. 
The doctor found injuries to the back 
and head and one leg, besides internal 
trouble. 


The injured man, declaring that he 
could sot survive the day out, had a 
will drawn up at his dictation. 


This is a most pain/ul and unfortunate 
visitation upon the family, coming, as. it 
does, so suddenly. A wife and children 
about to be bereft of a husband and 
father, and the loss of their homo, is 
overwhelming in the extreme. 


A light insurance was carried on the 
house, which was entirely destroyed. 
Among the contents destroyed was 
jewelry and other valuable articles.

THE pastors of the various Methodist 
churches in this city yesterday preached 
the last sermons of their conference 
year.

dutiable character is liable to duty upon 
each and every importation there, with- 
out regard to the fact that duty was 
paid on the original importation. 


THE McKinley tariff bill forgot one 
big industry. It neglected to put a 
tariff on ice. 
In speaking of this an 
Ohio paper says: 
"The ice crop is a 
failure, and if ice is permitted to come 
in free from Canada and the north pole, 
our markets will be flooded this summer 
with the products of pauper labor, and 
the profits of the artificial ice factories 
wiU not be over two or three hundred 
per cent. 
Now is the time to build up 
our infant ice industries by a specific 
duty on ice. Give us a -hot summer 
and a high tariff on ice, or give us 
death." 


THE tariff bill was completed by the 
republican members of the ways and 
hieans committee Saturday, and will be 
reported to the fall committee to-day or 
to-morrow. Before adjourning the re- 
publican conference passed a resolution 
enjoining all the members to secrecy in 
regard to the provisions of .the bill until 
it is presented to the full committee. A 
very complete change in the original 
bill was made at the meeting. The 
conference, after a long discussion, con- 
cluded to change the sugar schedule, so 
that sugar included in No. 16, and be- 
low, should pay duty at the rate of 35 
per cent., and all above No. 16, at 40 
per cent.

Henry George is now lecturing in New 
South Wales. 


"What has become of the society or- 
ganized in this city a few yeai'fl ago for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals and 
children?" is a question which has been 
propounded to SENTINEL reporters sev- 
eral times during the last few weeks. 


Such, an inquiry' came again this 
morning and, to answer ifc intelligently, 
one of our reportfirs was dispatched to 
the office of Dr. E. J. McOscar, the sec- 
retary of the association in this city, for 
information. When our scribe found 
the doctor at leisure he made known 
his mission rather abruptly by hurling 
at him the question which commences 
this article. 


"It is still in existence," replied the 
doctor, "but not doing Very much at 
present." 


"Can you tell me something about it? 
When was it organized, who are its 
officers and what is its condition ?" was 
the next question. 


"Yes," said the doctor, getting a book 
out of his desk and taming over its 
leaves, "it was organized in December, 
1887, under the name of 'The Fort 
Wayne Society for the Prevention of 
Craelty to Children and Animals.' The 
articles of the association were filed 
with the county recorder, which gave it 
the privilege of operating within the 
i limits of the city of Fort Wayne. 
Officers and directors were chosen. You 
can copy the list if you wish." 


And our reporter t^ ok the book and 
copied as ^follows: President, Charles 
McCulloch; vice-president. Miss Mar- 
gai-et V. Hamilton, succeeded by George 
H. Wilson; secretary, E. J. McOscar; 
treasurer, F. H. Bernard; attorney, M. 
L. Graffe; directors, Bev. S. A. North- 
rop, Miss M. E. Anderson, G. E. Burs- 
ley, Joseph Hughes and E. A. K. 
Hackett. 
The roll of membership 
showed 107 names. 


"You have done something in the way 
of checking cruelty to animals and chil- 
dren in this city ?" was asked. 


"Oh, yes. The first yeor we did con- 
siderable work and instituted, upon 
complaint, a number of prosecutions of 
offenders, but the members of the so- 
ciety became inactive, and when the 
time came around for the annual elec- 
tion of officers, as provided in our con- 
stitution, the meeting went by default, 
because there were not enough members 
present to constitute a quorum. The 
result was a sort of dropping of the 
work. 
Since then but little has been 
done. 
The society has in its treasury, 
at the Hamilton bank, something like 
$75 now an4 a nucleus, in the shape of 
an organization and a membership, 
which if proper means were taken, 
might do much to stop the frequent 
cruelty to children and animals in this 
city." 


"Is there much need of such work in 
this city ?" 


"Yes; more than one would suppose. 
Some parents are cruel to their chil- 
dren, but the great mass of cases is the 
inhuman treatment of animals.

practically inoperative."

Lakeside 
Easily 
Sewered. 


Parties owning building lots, which 
they are trying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewer and so far out, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
during the present century, are en- 
deavoring to halt the rush of home seek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition, 
if put down low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 
the following reasons: 


First: Fort Wayne residences had no 
sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has ^even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 
ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 
tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can be so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is underlaid 
with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it tip 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from l»th 
room and Mtchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi- 
culty, even without a sewer. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 
engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
so easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter,

Parties owning building lots, whiuh 


they are trying to sell, that are looatec 
a mile from any sewer and HO fax out, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach then 
during the present century, are en- 
deavoring to Imlt tbe rnab of home seek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them, that sawera in thataddition 
if put down low enough to drain cellars 
would not operate in times of grea 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain.

Fifth: When sowers are wanted c 


engineers Pay, there is scorcely » piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
so easily and BO cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter 
blurting near tbe toll gate and runninj 
down the side of what is now tho Mayt 
vile pike, to tbe poiut selected for cross- 
ing the river. As tho land is twenty fo 
twenty-five above the river bed, th 
sower outlet could bo high enough 
t< 


escape the effect of any, hut cxtraordi 
nary fresheta. At the outlet will bo 
fixed an automatic sower, which closes 
as soon as the flood reaches the necessar 
height.
